WASHINGTON — The United 
States showed no interest what- 
ever Wednesday in a Soviet sug- 
gestion for a conference on Euro- 
pean security which would exclude 
the question of German reunifi- 
cation. 


The suggestion was put forward 
Tuesday in a statement by Tass, 
Soviet official press agency. The 
Tass statement said that the 
United States, Britain and France 
were interested primarily in Ger- 
man unification to the exclusion 
of the larger issue of European 
security. 


The Soviet Union, Tass stated, 
was ready to negotiate with the 
Western powers on European se- 
curity provided the West did not 
insist on giving priority to Ger- 
man unification. 

Lincoln White, State Depart- 
ment spokesman, said Wedresday 
that the Tass statement “distorts 
the aims and motives of Western 
proposals directed at reaching 
equitable settlements of the out- 
standing political issues which di- 
vide the free world from the Com- 
munist world.”

WASHINGTON—Dr. Herbert Frank York, the 
chief scientist of the Defense Department’s space agency, 
was named by President Eisenhower Wednesday to di- 
rect all of the Pentagon’s research 
and engineering. 

Dr. York, 37, of Rochester, 
N.Y., will receive $22,000 a year 
in his new post. It will mean a 
substantial salary cut for him, 
however. He now receives an 
estimated $35,000 a year. 


In his present job as chief 
scientist of the Advanced Re- 
search Projects Agency in the 
Defense Department, Dr. York 
serves without pay. His remun- 
eration comes from the Institute 
For Defense Analysis, a private 
study firm, which prepares re- 
ports under government contract.

“Upward movement of prices in 
the midst of substantially unused 
capacity,”” the article continued, 
“eannot be permitted to continue 
lridefinitely.” The result, he 
stated, would be “appalling.” 


Most of the other departments, 
especially commerce, interior, ag- 
riculture, and labor,” he wrote, 
represented the American people 
in their capacity as producers, 
but that none represents them as 
consumers. This applied, he held, 
even to the independent regula- 
tory agencies, set up to protect 
the public interest. But all too 
frequently, he added, they re- 


gard their role not as a consumer 
protector “‘but as an umpire be- | 


tween contesting groups of pro- 
ducers.” 


In a centralization of consumer 
problems under the new depart- 
ment, no “vast bureaucracy” 


would be set up, he stated, and 

“the gains would far outweigh any

KISSING—OR TALKING 

Studies in three Atlanta -col- 
leges indicate there is no direct | 
eonnection between kissing and 
the illness.

Moreover cases rarely turn up 
in both spouses or in college 
roommates, throwing into ques-

Since the disease rarely pro-

How Much ‘Security’ 


Do Americans Desire? 


If you think Santa Claus and his rein- 
deer are busy this season, you should drop 
in at the Social Security Administration 
offices in Washington. The administra- 
tion is working overtime trying to make 
ready the changes in the social security 
program enacted into law by the last 
Congress. 


The 12,300,000 persons who receive 
Old Age and Survivors Insurance and 
disability benefits. will get bigger checks 
starting in February. The increase will 
average about 7 per cent. 


Congress also boosted the federal gov- 
ernment’s contribution to the states’ pub- 
lic assistance programs, which are oper- 
ated by the individual states themselves. 


This extra slice of the economic pie 
doesn’t come without strings attached. 
The “strings” are higher taxes for 174 
million individuals. Taxes for both em- 
ployer and employe will go up from 2% 
per cent to 2% per cent starting Jan. 1. 
And the tax will be on the first $4,800 of 
annual earnings instead of the previous 
$4,200. 

Social Security has come a long way 
since the turbulent Thirties when it was 
denounced by critics as socialism that 
“would lead the country down the road 
to ruin.” Now it has been embraced by 
Republicans and Democrats alike as a 
bastion of democracy. 


The American worker must be in- 


formed, however, that with every in- 
crease in social security and _ simi- 
lar benefits, his take-home pay is going 
to be less. The trend in the future will be 
to increase these payments and to broad- 
en the coverage to include other segments 
of the population. Added to this will be 
the already immense pressure of an ever-

Here’s Gift Consumers 


Would Like From Santa 


This country has a Department of 
Agriculture to represent the farmers, a 
Department of Commerce to look after 
business interests, and a Department of 
Labor to look after the interests of the 
working man. But who looks after the 
consumer’s interests? 

No one. At least, not in the Cabinet. 

Since the consumer has no department 
to “look after” his welfare, the smart con- 
sumer will do-it-himself insofar as pos- 
sible. This he does via the grand old 
American institution of “shopping 
around.” Shopping around involves com- 
paring quality, prices and other attri- 
butes of goods offered for sale in the 
marketplace. 

When prices are stabilized on a high 
plateau, there can be very little shopping 
around, price-wise. However, few prices 
remain indefinitely on a plateau. When 
prices start descending, that’s the con- 
sumer’s cue to buy. 

All this is by way of saying coffee 
prices have descended from the plateau to 
the lowest level in eight years.

Some Urge 


More Time 


For School 


It may not be a cheery Yule- 
tide thought for school children, 
but two-thirds of the nation’s su- 
perintendents believe the tradi- 
tional nine-month school term 
should be extended. 


That was the finding of a 
countrywide survey conducted by 
the magazine Nation’s Schools. 


The majority felt that ‘‘more 
time.is needed to fit all subjects 
and activities into the academic 
calendar.” 

An overwhelming majority was 
to conducting school on 
Spturdey however, and 60 per 

t Voted against extending the 
length of the school day from 
5% to six hours.

longer school year came from | 


rural areas where students are 
needed for agricultural work dur- 
ing the summer and from sec- 
tions where more time would be 
particularly difficult to finance. 


Among the opponents was one 


superintendent who declared, “‘The | 


essential education problem is not 
that there is enough time, but 
that time available is wasted. 


“Modern opinion wants ‘the 
schools to be everything but edu- 
cational institutions,” the super- 
intendent continued; ‘‘on that 
basis there will never be enough 
time.” 


Of those polled, 65 per cent be- 
lieved the school year should be 
extended. 


ADD HOW MUCH? 

But opinion varied greatly over 
the amount of time that should 
be added. 


Fifty-six per cent said an addi- 
tional 20 days were needed, or 
approximately one month. Half 
as many, 28 per cent, voted for 
half as much more time, or 10 
days. 


Only 2 per cent of the superin- 
tendents polled thought Saturdays 
should be utilized for classes, 
while 97 per cent voted ‘“‘no.” 


Heavy majorities also were 
registered against proposals to 
divide the school year into two 
semesters of 100 days each or 
four terms of 50 days each.

Most historians agree pro football began on Aug. 31, 1895, when 
a team at Latrobe, Pa., paid a dentist of considerable college fame 
$10 and expenses to compete against another squad from neighbor- 
ing Jeannette, Pa. 


—_From $2.500 to $1,000,000 in 14 Years 


As early as 1914 college coaches branded professional players 
as pigskin prostitutes. To play pro ball, they said, was on a par 
with selling their manhood and bringing slurs to the college sport 
which had spawned them. 


And the fans, if not the players, were listening to this ranting 
and raving. In 1921, only 80 spectators turned out for a game be- 
tween the New York Giants and Chicago Bears. 


A bleak future seemed ahead for the pro game, because the 
ewners weren't making enough money te lure the all-Americas 
inte the ranks. 


“As late as 1933, some fellows and I bought the Frankfort Yellow 
Jackets for $2,500 and changed the name to the Philadelphia 
Eagles,”’ Bell remembered. 


Determined owners forgot the all-Americas and had to settle 
for the lesser names. And as it turned out, this adversity-spawned 
agreement was the best thing that ever happened.

Receiving meager bonuses for their efforts, these lesser lights 
impressed John Q. You-Know-Who with earnestness, all-out effort. 
Fans began to like it, gate receipts hopped and now it was possible 
to acquire such all-America names as Red Grange—the one man 
who probably has done more for the game (college or pro) than 
any other person. 


Bell remembered again, “Owners of the Eagles turned down a 
million dollars for the contract that cost $2,500 just 14 years 
previous.” 


And today nothing but harmony exists between the colleges and 
pros—with a few exceptions. The pros, as Bell humbly put it, “‘have 
no axes to grind. We're indebted to the colleges, the press, radio and 
televsion from Maine to Seattle.” 


Bell, perhaps overcome with the NFL’s astounding success since 
he took charge in 1946, insists the pro game is not a business,

“We tell every kid who comes up here to have a financial 
crutch they can fall back on,"’ he said. “For the average playing 
life is 4.01 years. 


“Most of the owners are millionaires who don't really care 
about money. (Ahem!) They're just fans who want to get as close 
to the game as possible. 


“And the owners are tremendous help for the boys getting other 
jobs. I know that Carroll Rosenbloom, who owns Baltimore, set up 
Alan Ameche in a restaurant and Gino Marchetti in a bowling 
alley. In Chicago today, there are 50 or 60 executives who at one 
time or the other played with either the Cardinals or Bears.”
